writes that his farm is not profitable pasture 
land; that when fed close postures dry up, 
as there is much loss rain-fall there than in 
the valleys of the uiglf hilly lands of the 
dairy regions proper, and those volleys idso 
have tho wash of the hills, which gives fer- 
tility to ihe' grass lands; • But as timothy 
and clover grow rampant as alternating 
crops with wheat and com,, abundant forage 
crops may be grown'iu the rotation from 
cereal to forage crops, so hs to .moke.stock 
rjising a necessary adjunct, without which 
tbefortiUtvof the soil could not be increased 
'by growing cereal crops to the neglect of 
grass and clover.

has appropriated five acres of pasture to one 
horse and cow, and two aiid a half acres lo 
meadow, to supply hay • for the snmo.

he makes, such dressing would double tho
